stand, the bananas are all hanging 
upside-down, and not as they grew 
on the parent stem.

When «a banana plant reaches 
its full height, it may be ten or it 


may be twenty-five feet tall A 
huge stem sprouts out from the 
top, and this developes into a 


gigantic bud, which unfolds into 
& great ciusier of small purple 
flowers, each of which drops olf, 
and in its place a baby banana 
appears. The big flower cluster ia 
so heavy that the stem bends 
downward. But as the fruit grows 
each little banana turna op, and 
continves to push ita way in that 
direction. 

The nuraber of bananas in « 
bunch varies from forty to fifty, 
up to one hundred and fifty, or 
even more, weighing from forty to 
one hundred pounds. The plant 
really has no stem, what seems to 
be the trunk, ta nothing but a false 


stem formed by the closely wrapped | 


base of the leaves. This make 
believe stalk 


often measuring a foot in diameter 


at the ground, The great leaves 
are from one to two feet wide, 
from six to ten feet long, and 


droop downward in graceful curves 
It is hard for those living tn 
tempernte climates, to realize the 
size and beauty of a full-grown 
banana plant-—in fact, tt te bard 
to belleve that it is a plant at all 
and nota tree, As ft has no seeda, 
it depends on sprouts that put up 
from the roots, for the propagation 
of the species A banana plant 
bears but one bunch, when ft 
seems to think tt has done ita full 
duty, and dies; bot new sprouts 
come up and take tts place. 
Bananas are cut for shipment 
while the frait te perfectly green, 
and when ft artives in New York,

WAR PACT BY 
BELGIUM AND 
FRANCE SHOWN’ 


Secret Treaty of 1920 Di. 
rected Against Germany 
Says Newspaper 


Associated Press 

PARIS, Feb. 25.—The Havas 
news agency today published a 
semi-official note denying that any 
secret military treaty has been 
signed between Belgium and France 
as has been claimed by a Dutch 
newspaper, 

The note says that the two coun- 
tries signed an accord in 1920 im- | 
plying an entente between the two | 
general staffs but that this accord | 
was not secret, was registered with | 
the League of Nations and was | 
published by the league two years 
ago. 
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AMSTERDAM, Feb. The al- 
leged provisions of a “secret Franco- 
Belgian military convention concluded | 
in Brussels in 1920" were pulished 
today by the Utrecht Dagblad, a pro- | 
vincial paper, The “treaty” as pub-/ 
lished, provides that the two countries | 
would make common cause in the 
event that either is at war with Ger- 
many or with any other power assist- 
ed by Germany. The eighth article 
provides that its terms should be kept 
rigorously secret, 

The paper also published the al- 
leged interpretations placed on vari- 
ous articles of the treaty by the 
French and Belgian general staffs at 
meetings held in the summer of 1927
